They earried on their riot against God, 


until they found out that God’s guns were shot- 
ted ; but the first discharge of heaven’s artillery 
iaude them tremble.

These ancient transgressors of the divine law 
in this particular, never saw their sin, nor regard- 
ed the claims of their afflicted drudges, whom 
they had suffered to be enslaved, till now; with 
the halter about their own necks, they began to 
contemplate with regret the gallows they had 
erected for others. The ultimate necessity to 
which they had put off the day of repentance, 
they found to be a day of judgment; and then 
they began to see their guilt, in the light of their 
danger, and listened accordingly. 

And just so with us. We have never gained a 
hearing of the claims of God’s Word for the 
colored race from government and people until 
now; never, till God has summoned us, as at 
Sinai, and drawn us up with military din and 
judgments at the mouth of the cannon, to listen 
in the presence of our enemies, When men hear 
the words of the Judge, with the death penalty 
over them, there is profound attention.

it is so much the guiltier, the meaner, the more 
detestable and worthy of puni-hment, as not only 
a cruelty against man, but an arraigninent and 
insult of the Creator. And especially when it is 
pleaded that this peculiarity of hue is an indication 
of the Creator marking off that race for a servile 
station, and for the endurance of torture and 
degradation, and the white race for the con- 
dition and employment of master-, despots, slave- 
holders, torturers, oppressors over that other race, 
at their pleasure, nay as their business and duty 
by the will of God. For to this extent has this 
monstrous lie corrugated the very face even of 
natural theology, and thereon the prejudice 
against color has been built up, and by the prac- 
tice of slavery so rooted and grounded in imper- 
ious hatred and pride, as to be at length pleaded 
as a necessity, inexorable, from which the white 
race cannot be delivered, and under which they 
are compelled either to annihilate or expatriate 
the colored race, or settle them, immovable, in 
perpetual bondage, never to be elevated from the 
condition of drudges and tools. 
To such a degree does God abhor the cruelty of 
man to man, and so established and proclaimed is 
his hatred of it, even when the object of it has 
been a criminal, that after Cain had been hidden 
from God’s face, and expelled as a fugitive and 
vagabond upon earth for the murder of Abel, God 
set a mark upon him, as sacred as the blood of the 
passover on the door posts of the Israelites, lest 
any finding him should kill him; a mark and 
seal of heaven’s protection of him from the cruelty 
of man, even though suffering under the just wrath 
of God. And God said, Whosoever slayeth Cain, 
vengeance shall be taken on him, seven-fold. But 
if Cain shall be avenged seven-fold, truely an un- 
offending race under God’s protection seventy and 
seven.

Just in pro- 
portion to the depth of their degradation by such 
cruelty, God is for them, and will avenge them 
speedily, although he seem to delay, and to bear 
long, with them, the scorn and contumely heaped 
upon themselves, and the violation of his own 
laws, and the arroganee and insult of their op- 
pressors against the Almighty. 

If colored men are oppressed, then the govern- 
ment, by the ordinance of God, is for them es- 
pecially, for their protection, and for the restraint 
and punishment of their oppressors.

race born under our government, on our soil, are 
not citizens, neither are persons of the Saxon race. 
The latter are not more truly aed rightfully and 
in fact American citizens than the former; the 
former are as perfectly, and of right and fact 
such, as the former. ‘There is no difference; and 
any legal opinion on the subject, if presented as 
essential, if intimating the dependence of citizen- 
ship and the right of protection on any other fact 
than the fact of birth on our soil, and acknowledg- 
ment of our dominion, is an impertinence, and 
would be deemed as such, if demanded in the case 
of one of our white citizens, in order to entitle 
him to the right of citizenship in spite of the col. 
of his skin. Think of the absurdity ot the son of 
Daniel Webster having to resort to an opinion of 
of some Attorney General of the United States, 
to establish the possibility of his being regarded 
and treated as an American citizen! Yet there is 

the same absurdity in the idea of the citizenship 

of the son of Frederick Douglass, or any other 

person of the African race born on our soil, de- 

pending on any such opinion or decision. 

This is a respect of persons that the nature of 

our government forbids, and a violation of justice 

that in the sight of God is a national crime. And 

in consequence of being made: the objects of such 

Oppression, the colored race in this country are, 

by the law of God and the laws of humanity, en- 

titted to a very special intervention of the govern- 

ment and people on their behalf. 

This is more palpable, on applying the case 

and question to the white race, and to their claims, 

supposing them to have been the subjects of the 

same oppression by the blacks. 

lf the white race had been seized and made 

slaves by the colored race, the white race would 

have been the class for whose benefit especially 

the government is ordained of God, and bound to 
deliver and protect them, as its very first function 
of justice and authority, and its peremptory obli- 
gation of duty. We should have been bound to 
interfere and protect all those oppressed white 
persons with the whole power of the govern- 
ment; nor would any one have yentured the 
opinion or assertion that the government had no 
authority to interfere, or to protect its white sub- 
jects, or to deliver them, if need be, by armed in- 
tervention. No one would have doubted the right 
of this government to go to war for the deliver- 
ance of four millions of its white subjects seized 
and made slaves. No one would have questioned 
the right and duty of the government to deliver 
them from slavery in atime of peace. No one 
would have imagined that a state of war gave 
any more right to the government to protect or 
deliver its white subjects than a state of peace. 
No one would have hazarded the insane declara- 
tion that nothing but war gave to the government 
the right to affirm and protect the freedom of the 
whites, or that the government could not right- 
fully make the protection of the rights and per- 
sons of its white subjects, or the securing of jus- 
tice for them, the object of war. No one would 
deny the propriety of fighting for the white 
race. 

Nor weuld any person have dared to defend 
slavery as the Domestic Institution of the 
Blacks, and therefore sacred from invasion. Think 
of the insanity of setting up the enslavement of 
four millions of whites under the ownership of 
three hundred thousand black slave-oligarchs, 
as the domestic institution of those slave-owners

and their States, and therefore to be respected as

Nor would any person have dared to proclaim 
non-interference with such slavery of the whites 
as a Constitutional obligation. Think of agreeing, 
in such a case, not to interfere with such slavery 
where it exists, where whits persons are really 
held in slavery by black slaveholders, but to 
guarantee that such holding shall be a perpetual 
right, and that the only thing required shall be 
its non-exlension where it never existed! Think 
of a person pleading, in such a case, that the 
guarantees and compromises of the Constitution 
forbade us from attempting the deliverance of four 
millions of white citizeas beld in slavery by three 
hundred thousand blacks. Think of Judges, Law- 
yers, Senators, Presidents, coaspiring to aflirm and 
maintain this judgment, the right of the blacks to 
hold in slavery these millions of the whites, on 
the ground of its haying always been deemed and 
regarded that white man had no rights that black 
men were bound to respect, and that the Constitu- 
tion forbade us from interfering in any way with 
that wickedness, where it was practised. 

And think of Christian churches and ministers 
of the gospel proclaiming the same right of the 
enslavement of whites by the blacks as a canon of 
scripture, and an institute of religion and humani- 
ty. Think of their defending the institution as an 
heir loom in the family that we are bound to re 
Think of their 


denouncing, in the name of God, any interference

LEGAL RULES OF INTERPRETATION, 
Applied to the Constitution, 
Ina previous number we cited the testimony of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and of sev 
eral high legal authorities, in respect to the par 
ties to the Constitution, its origin, the source of its 
authority, and the persons for whose benefit it 
was established, showing that it was no¢ made by 
the Staves, as is so often pretended, but by “the 
PLOPLE of the United States’

l'rom these established and authoritative prin- 
ciples or rules of constitutional exposition, we de 
duced the-e practical inferences,—first, that the 
Stute Governments have no claim to a priority or 
supremacy above the Government of the United 
Stutes,—no State right to chattelize the people o! 
the United States, no right of secession;—second 
that the United States Constitution and Govern- 
ment (as indeed the Constitution expressly affirms) 
is paramount to the Siate Constitutions, having, 
therefore, the rights and the responsibilities, in- 
herent to all civil governments, to protect all its 
innocent and loyal subjects from euslavement, in 
whatever State they may reside. 

We come, now, to consider, more distinctly, the 
express declaration of the Constitution itself, of its 
origin, its objects, and consequent authority to se- 
cure those objects, as stated in 


lts Preamble, 
Which reads thus, 

“We, the people of the United States, in order 
to form a more pertect union, establish justice, in- 
sure domestic tranquility, provide for the com 
ion defense, promote the general welfare, and 
ccure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this Cousti- 
tution for the United States of America.” 

It will be seen, by a reference to the quotations 
mide in our lastarticle, that the Supreme Court 
and other high legal authorities repeatedly quote 
the language of this Preamble, as authority for 
their expositions ; in accordance with the follow- 
ing rules 

“The rehearsal, or Preamile of a statute is a 
good mean to find out the meaning of the statute, 
wud, as it were, a key to the understanding there- 
oi.’ —Coke, Lit. 79 b. 

Chief-Justice Jay regards the Preamble of the 
Constitution of the United States an authoritative 
guide to a correct interpretation of that instru- 
ment.—2 Dallas, 419. So does Judge Story, in 
lis Commentaries on the Constitution. Vol. L., 
Look 3., Chap. 6, Again, Judge Story says: “The 
Luportance of examining the Preamble, for the 
purpose of expounding tho language of a statute, 
has always been felt, and universally conceded in 
all juridical, decisions.”—1 Story’s Comm. on 
Const., pp. 443-4. 

When radical abolitionists quote the Preamble 
in proof of the powers, duties, and responsibilities 
‘the Federal Government ‘‘to establish justice, 
id secure the blessings of liberty to the people 

the United States and their posterity”—they 
‘e flippantly told that “the Preamble is no part 

the Constitution itself, but only a sort of preface 
¢ introduction to it, having no binding legal au-

thority.”—The Supreme Court, Lord Coke, Chief- 
Justice Jay, Dallas, and Judge Story, in common 
v 


ith all eminent jurists, tell us just the reverse of 
l this. They teach us that the Preamble to any 
strument, setting forth its objects, is the most 
ithoritative part of it, to which all its parts and 
‘tails must be so construed as to conform. 

This is but the dictate of natural justice and 
ymmon honesty, and is embraced in the more 
comprehensive principle or rule that follows, viz:

MUST CONTROL INTERPRETATIONS OF Deraltts. 

“Are we at liberty, upon any principles of rea- 
son or common-sense, tu adopt a restrictive mean- 
ing, which will defeat an avowed object of the 
Constitution, when another, equally natural, and 
more appropriate to the subject is before us ?”— 
1 Story’s Comm., 445. 

The spirit of an instrument, especially of a Con- 
stitution, is to be respected not less than its letter, 
yet the spirit is to be collected chiefly by its 
words,’—Ch. J. Marshall, Sup. Court U. States. 
4 Wheaton. 

Chief-Justice Parker says: “Certainly, if one sec- 
tion, however explicit in its terms, if taken Jiteral- 
ly, would contravene the general object of the 
Statute, it should be so restrained as to conform 
to that object.”—1 Pickering, 258. 

“Jt is contrary to all true forms of reasoning. to 
argue from particulars to generals.” — Blackstone,

Any other rule would be subversion of justice 
and favor dishonesty. 

Now apply these two plain rules—the binding 
authority of the Preambie of the Constitution, and 
of ils indisputable general objects; to the exposi- 
tion of any disputed clause of the Constitution, 
and see what the result will be.—It will be found 
that not one of the clauses claimed as recognitions 
of slavery, compromises with it, or guaranties or 
sanctions of it, could be thus expounded by a 
Court of law, without a flagrant violation of these 
established legal rules of exposition. 

Take up the Rendition Clause, for example: 
“No person held to service, or labor, in one 
State, under the laws thereof, escaping into an- 
other, shall, in consequence of any law or regu- 
lation therein, be discharged from such service or 
labor, but shall be delivered up on claim of the 


party to whom such service or labor may be 
due.’’-—Art. I. Sect. JT. Clause 3. 


This clause is commonly construed to apply to 
fugitive slaves, though it does not once name 
them, nor in any way describe them. But suppose 
it did?

In admitting any of these claims and pleas for 
slavery, the clauses brought forward have to be 
expounded in opposition to that Preamble, and the 
declared general objects of the Instrument—in 
opposition therefore to the just rules of legal in- 
terpretation, laid down by the Courts, and by all 
eminent jurists, and those Courts and jurists do but 
stultify and dishonor themselves, whenever, in 
palpable violation of their own established rules 
of exposition, they suffer themselves to construe 
and apply them in favor of slavery. 

In all such expositions of the Constitution, fa- 
voring slavery, whether Ly statesmen, judges, 
lawyers, or demagogues, the argument is made 
“from” assumed “particulars to generals”-——which 
Blackstone, 
even though the particulars were not mere un- 


violates the rule above cited from 
founded assumptions, as they always are, but ver- 
itable realities. Not one of those pretended par- 
ticulars is otherwise than a fiction, even when 
standing by itself, having no “explicit terms” to 
rest upon. But if it were otherwise, the error of 
“reasoning from particulars to generals” (subvert- 
ing the general objects of the Constitution by ex- 
alting the exceptions into the rule) would be suf- 
ficient to vitiate the conclusion, and condemn the 
decision. 

But, let us now apply these same established 
rules of interpretation to the clauses of the Con- 
stitution on behalf, not of slavery, but of free- 
dom, and see how it will affect them. 

“The United States shall guarantee to every 
State in this Union a republican form of Govern- 
ment.”—Art. 1v. Seet. iv. 


This requirement is imperative. No plea in fa- 
vor of “State rights” can be interposed, here. No 
pretense of a lack of constitutional authority can 
excuse Federal delinquency. It is a work com- 
manded by the Constitution itself, to be done, by 
the United States, and consequently, by the United 
States Government. 

But what is meant by a Republican Govern- 
ment? Can it consist with slavery ? What did our 
fathers intend by it? 

Mr. Jefferson says, 

“The true foundation of Republican Govern- 
ment, is the equal rights of every citizen, in his 
person, and property, and in their management.” 

And Mr. Jefferson calls the slaves citizens. 

Mr. Madison says— 

“It is essential to a Republican Government, 
that it be derived from the great body of Society, 
not from an inconsiderable, or a favored cliss of 
it.” 

Can a slave state answer to either of these de- 
scriptions? Is there a remaining doubt? Turn 
then to the key of interpretation, the Preamble, 
as declaring the objects of the Constitution. and 
as defining the Republican Government, then and 
thus ordained. 

“To establish justice, and secure the blessings 
of liberty” to “the People of the United States and 
their posterity.” 

Until slavery can be proved to be consistent 
with justice and liberty “to the people of the Un- 
ited States and their posterity”, (av of the peo- 
ple, for the text makes no exceptions) the clause 
will demand that the Government of the United 
States shall guarantee justice and the blessings of 
liberty, to all the tnhkabitants of the United

Is any additional light needed, on this provi- 
sion ? Can there be any doubt that it forbids sla- 
very? 

If so, turn to the Preamble, and inquire again 
after “the general object” of the great National 
Charter. You will confront ‘Justice and Liberty” 
again. You must reconcile these with slavery, or 
yield to the claims of “radical abolitionism.’’ 

This one single rule of legal interpretation 
settles the whole controversy concerning the 
bearing of the Constitution on slavery. It sweeps 
away all pretended compromises with it, or tol 
erance of it. It confirms and ratifies every claim 
that can be made for emancipation and abolition. 

The same obseryation will be found to hold 
good in respect to the other rules of legal inter- 
pretation which remain to be hereafter considered. 

How is it, that learned and upright judges 
skilled in those legal rules of interpretation, and 
habitually applying them to 
should positively ignore and 


all other topics, 
transgress them,

There are men who have done good service to 
the liberal cause in past times—tought hard for 
it—who yet profess ii is fanaticism to carry on 
this great question, of whether slavery shall o1 
shall not rule over the coutinent of America. 
Phey say, that it is possible Uiere cau be politic- 
al liberty where there is domestic slavery. | say, 
that isa great mistake. (Hear.) It men would get 
rid of that mistake, and learn the very alphabet 
of freedom, they would see that wherever there 
is domestic slavery, Wherever the first political 
right—a right even above and beyond all polt- 
tics, the right of man to the disposal of his own 
body and the government of his own soul 
(cheers), Where that right is denied by the law, 
political liberty is not safe. If it belong to the 
master-class, they cannot keep it with satety, and 
the very words “political liberty’ are a farce 
and a delusion. (Cheers.) History proves that. 
It was because the old republicans of Rome 
allowed themselves to be corrupted into domes- 
tic slavery that the master-class lost their own 
liberty (hear, hear), and we find that were they 
had power, to use Carlyle’s expression, to hire 
their fellow-creatures for lite—not merely hiring 
their labor, but the chastity of the women, and 
the souls and brains of the men; that while they 
had power to hire them for life, and do what 
they would with that honor, mind, brain, and 
soul; when they did that to one class, they de- 
prived themselves of the freedom of speech, the 
freedom of the press, and almost of the freedom 
of thought. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) There is no 
greater fact than this, and I do not care if I am 
charged with fanaticism for repeating it. If you 
look at this question calmly and philosophically, 
you will find that when this system of domestic 
slavery is once admitted in any social fabric 
whatever, itso fastens itself upon its framework, 
that itis utterly impossible that it can live in 
peace unless it masters it. It must master it, or 
it will go to war with it, and strive to master it 
and break it up. That was the case in America, 
Three years ago I looked forward to it wit! fear 
and trembling ; 1 did not know what punisiiucnt 
God would intlict upon America for having con- 
nived at this great sin of slavery. (Llear, hear.) 
Every one saw that the slave power was steal- 
thily, and then openly, endeavoring to master 
the Union, and to use every power in the Union 
for the extension of slavery ; that it hung upon 
the balance as to whether the great Republic of 
America was to be a great power, for the spread 
of freedom, as we in England hope, or for the 
spread of slavery, and its extension and _per- 
petuation throughout the world, and that the 
whites of America would loss their freedom, in 
selling themselves to the slaveholders of the 
South. (Cheers.) The freemen of the North took 
fright, and said, “This is no mere negro ques- 
tion, no mere philanthopic question,” and it 
would have been well tor them and for their 
country if they had felt more strongly the philan- 
thophic part of the question, and the just claims 
of the negro, but they saw the danger of this, 
and said, . We will not allow this system to go 
on increasing ; we will make head against it ; we 
will take care that slavery does not rule thus.’” 
(Cheers.) What followed? The slaveholders, 
finding they could no longer wield the American 
commonwealth to support the system of slavery, 
said, “We will break up and destroy the Union, 
and setup a Confederacy of our own.” The 
patriots of the North, said, “We will not submit 
to that.” (Hear, hear, and cheers.) That is the 
way in which this dreadful war has come to 
pass. I mourn over that war; I lamentit. 1 
also think it a wicked war; but let us put the 
wickedness upon those who began the war in 
the worst of all possible causes. (Cheers.) 1 am 
willing to allow that even with them,—sume of 
them might have educated themselves into the 
belief that they were ina good cause. But I 





cannot forget upon which side the right is, 
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(Hear.) Much as we lament this war, I do from 
the very bottom of my heart rejoice at what we 
may now see tope the fesult of it. (Applause.) 
After many changes up and down, after it had 
appeared as if this slave power would be victor- 
ious and triumphant, and that we should in this 
nineteenth century see successful the attempt to 
raise a great new fabric, whose corner stone was 
slavery—a change has come. I belicve there 
would eventually have beena failure if the South 
had been triumphant. They would have raised 
against them the public opinion of the world, 
and freedom would be triumphant, eventually, be- 
cause there is a God that rules the world, and 
not a devil. (Loud cheers.) But the contest has 
come, and terrible as it is, I rejoice that we can 
see as the result that, whatever else comes out of 
it, whether a restored Union, which does not 
now seem impossible, or a subordinate, hemmed 
up, wicked slaveholding republic in the cotton 
States, this indeed is certain, the dream of the 
slaveholders that a slave empire can exist has 
disappeared, and on the continent of America 
the powers and principles of freedom will rule, 
and not the power and principle of slavery. (Re 
newed cheering.) I think the more we hea 
from intelligent Americans who understand cut 
country as well as their own, and who can tell 
us facts upon this American struggle, the more 
we shall be able to get to a good understanding, 
and remove that ill feeling. (Hear.) I have now 
what | scarcely ever had before, the opportunity 
of speaking to an Americam aud Mr. Clhauning 
must allow me to say a word or two to him, and 
through him to some of his countrymen.

We also 
knew that in blockading Cronstadt we could not 
starve the trade of Russia, because it would 
only be a question of cost, and merchandise 
would be sent through Prussia by railway. But 
why we sent the fleet was, that we wanted to 
make our own trade and commerce safe through- 
out the world, aud we said, “We will seal up 
the port of Cronstadt to prevent the Russian 
pisvateers and ships-of-wars going out and des- 
truying our commerce.” If we were to allow 
Alabamas to be the rule of international Jaw for 
the future, such a course would have been a 
pure waste of :aoney, because instead of sending 
out privateers trom Cronstadt, Russia could 
send them from }.ew York, Philadelphia, Dieppe, 
Brest, or any Otier port in the world. Li we 
allow this to become international law, the result 
will be that whenever we carry on war we shall 
be obliged to do one of two things ; either to 
blockade every large port of every nation in the 
world, as well as the ports of the nation with 
which we are at war, or else to give up our 
commercial trade and sail our marine under the 
flags of other nations. There never Was a caao 
in which our interest was mre clear than it is 
to have this stopped, and my great anxiety is 
lest this war should come to vn end, (which I 
trust it will do soon) before we tiay have uadone 
any harm which may have been done by oir 
letting the Alabama go out; for if we do hol, 
depend upon it other countries will take advar- 
tage and use our own precedent against us. 
(Hear.) Iam glad that there is so large a meet- 
ing ; and hope you will do your best to 
strengthen the neutral policy of the Government 
on this question of ships.

“The law is made for man-stealers ;"—upon 
which the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States, in 1794, in a note 
to the 142d question, in the larger Catechism, in 
the Confession of Faith, on the 8th Command- 
ment, says, 
“This crime among the Jews, exposed the per 
petrators thereot to capital pumishment—Exodus 
21. 16; and the Apostle here classes them with 
sinners ot the first rank. The word he uses, 1 
its original import, comprehends all who are 
concerned in bringing any of the human race 
into slavery, or retaining them in it. Stealers ot 
men are ali who bring otf slaves or freemen, aud 
keep, sell, or buy them. To steal a freeman, is 
the highest kind of thett. In other instances 
we only steal human property, but when we steal 
or retain men in slavery, we seize those who, in 
common With ourselves, are constituted by the 
original grant, lords of the earth.—Gen. L, 25. 

Such is the crime of which, according to the 
law of Congress, the law of God, the application 
of it by Paul, as expounded by Grotius, and ap- 
proved by the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, Brig.-Gen. I. J. Wistar has been 
guilty.

All this is deserving consideration, along with 
many other matters belonging to such a discuss- 
ion.

In proportion 
as the Protestant sects, either approximate to- 
ward, or diverge from Catholicism, do they not 
tend toward, or decline from, the support of hu- 
mau rights? Was not Col. O’Brien hated as an 
apostate, as well as a supporter of the Adminis- 
tration? Was he not deemed to be the former, 
because he was the latter? Is it nota general 
truth that Roman Catholicism educates, or rath- 
er miseducates, the masses of its laboring popu- 
lation into that very ignorance and servility that 
just fits them to be the abused tools of designing 
demagogues? We put the question in no spirit 
of sectarianism, but to elicit truth, and would by 
no means screen any Protestant church from 
similar scrutiny. Thechurch, of whatever name, 
that does not educate its membership in the love 
of Christian liberty, and in habits of intelligent 
investigation, trains them to be rioters and pests 
in communities. We have seen enough of this, 
during the last thirty years.

Army of the Potomac.— 4 retrograd, 
movement by Gen. Meade. Severe skirmishing.— 
Gen. Meade has been making a retrograde move- 
ment, this week, and has been followed up by the 
rebels, with whom his rear have had several se- 
vere skirmishes. The object of the Army in 
falling back is said to be “to secure a better po- 
sition.’ This does not look quite right, to us, 
but weare unable, for waut of well authenticated 
facts, to judge of the wisdom or folly of military 
movements in Virginia. We have been repeat. 
edly assured that Gen. Lee’s army had been 
greatly reduced to supply recruits for Bragg, but 
it would now seem that the rebel army of the Po- 
tomac is so strong that, instead of a forward 
movement and offensive demonstrations by the 
Union forces, we are obliged to “fall back” and 
“secure a better position” The history of the 
past week is briefly this: 
On Sunday last, Gen. Meade left the line of the 
Rapidan for a position nearer Washington. The 
movement was made in perfect order, the army 
keeping the line of the railroad. Some skirmish- 
ing occurred on Monday and Tuesday, and on

our rear, by Gen. A. P. Hill's corps. The attack 
was made near Catlett’s Station, on the road to 
Centerville.
